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SUMMER  SCHOOL  AVIATION  CLINICS  FOR  TEACHERS 

The  State  Deportment  ol  Public  Instruction  held  a con- 
ference this  week  in  Helena  attended  by  Genevieve  Squires. 
Deputy  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Linus  Coileton. 
Dean  of  Education.  Eastern  Montana  College,  Billings;  and 
Frank  W.  Wiley.  Director.  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission. 

Scheduling  of  aviation  clinics  for  1955  includes  o Ihre-' 
weeks,  four  credit  primary  clinic  at  the  Eastern  Montana 
College  in  Billings  between  the  dales  of  June  13th  and  July 
1st:  and  a three  weeks,  lour  credit  ■ — ’ndary  clinic  during 
the  some  dates  lor  teochers  who  have  participated  in  pro 
vlous  workshops. 

The  ovlolion  clinic  at  the  University  of  Montana  will 
Include  a five  week,  one  credit,  orientation  clinic  scheduled 
for  one  hour  per  day,  three  days  per  week  between  the  dales 
of  June  13th  and  July  15th.  The  onentallon  clinic  will  be 
integrated  with  primary  and  secondary  iwo  weeks,  three 
credit,  aviation  seminars  scheduled  to  be  held  between  the 
dales  oi  July  2nd  and  July  15lh,  1955. 

The  aviation  chntcs  scheduled  at  the  two  education  insti- 
tutions will  be  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Homer  A.  Hum- 
phreys who  was  the  director  of  the  aviation  clinics  last  year, 
and  ’-•.•ill  again  incorporate  field  trips  including  tours  c,I  avr- 
porl  Installallons  and  a trip  to  an  Air  Force  Bose.  The  Civil 
Air  Patrol,  an  auxiliary  of  the  Air  Force,  will  be  requested 
to  assist  in  the  field  trips  and  in  the  assignment  oi  Air  Force 
personnel  as  Inslructors  Other  aviation  groups  in  the  stale 
including  the  Montana  Pilots  Association  and  the  Flying 
Formers  and  Ranchers  Association  will  again  be  requested 
to  assist  in  the  aviation  clinic  programs. 

The  purpcrc  of  the  aviation  clinics  for  teachers  is  to 
give  Montana  teachers  a non-lechnical  background  of  avi- 
ation which  will  be  ol  value  to  them  In  leaching  at  both 
primary  and  secondary  levels. 

Information  pertaining  to  enrollment  may  be  obtained 
by  writing  to  the  Education  Deportment  of  the  University  of 
Montana  at  Missoula  or  the  Uucalion  Department  of  the 
Eastern  Montana  College  at  Billings. 

Note:  It  is  requested  that  you.  os  o pilot  interested  in 
Aviation  development,  bring  the  Aviation  Clinic  Schedules 
to  the  attention  of  grade  school  and  high  school  teachers 
in  your  area.  Discuss  this  program  with  school  superin- 
tendents and  principols  of  your  schools  and  ask  your  edu- 
cation people  to  write  lor  detailed  iniormation  on  the  Avia- 
tion Clinics.  Request  that  teochers  enroll  in  one  of  these 
courses  so  thot  they  may  be  informed  on  the  sources  of 
aviotion  materials  that  may  be  integrated  Into  existing  school 
subiects. 

CAA  REVISION  OF  UCENSE  REQUIREMENTS 

CAA  hos  revised  Civil  Aeronautics  Manual  20  tw  stab- 
hsli  a uniform  period  of  24  months  within  which  it  will 
accept  reports  oi  successful  completion  ol  examinations  or 
tests  by  applicants  for  private  or  commercial  pilot  certifi- 
cates. Other  changes  relax  experience  requirements  for 
instrument  written  examinations  and  require  a commercial 
pilot  who  has  not  taken  a practical  test  on  crossqounlry 
flying  to  demonstrate  his  competence  - Am.  Avn.  Dally 


JACK  HOTALING 

Jack  Holaling  was  stricken  with  a fatal  heart  attack 
at  his  home  in  Miles  City  on  December  20ih.  He  was  a 
pilot  for  the  Babcock  and  Lee  Oil  Transport  Company  of 
Miles  City  and  Billings. 

Jack’s  flymg  career  started  in  Miles  City  in  the  20's. 
He  received  flying  instruction  from  the  writer  and  graduated 
from  Tex  Rankin’s  school  In  Portland.  He  went  through 
(he  CPT  courses  ond  mstructed  during  World  War  II  at  an 
Army  contract  school  for  Ryan's  at  Tucson. 

There  ore  very  lew  pilots  who  have  had  the  voried 
experience  in  flying  that  was  acquired  by  Jack  Holaling 
and  no  one  ever  liked  to  fly  any  better  than  he  did. 

Hotallng'L  flying  activities  included  a short  but  sudden 
experience  flying  in  a South  Amenoan  revolution;  barn- 
storming with  Earl  Vance  and  the  writer  when  Infrequent 
customers  paid  $10.00  for  a stunt  ride:  flight  Instruclion, 
charter  Hying  and  executive  flying. 

He  was  recognized  os  one  of  the  best  pilots  in  the  busi- 
ne~  and  we  are  all  going  to  him. 


JET  TRANSPORT  OFFERS  LOWER 
DIRECT  OPERATING  COST 

The  Boemg  707  Jet  Straloliner  can  be  operated  at  sub- 
stantially lower  direct  operating  costs  than  current  four- 
engine  transports,  ' G.  S.  Schairer,  Boemv  ^ thief  of  techni- 
cal stall,  advised. 

Addressing  the  ASMS  meeting  in  New  York,  he  added 
that  because  ol  a let's  increased  sp^ed  and  size  and  Its  con- 
sequent increosed  carrying  capacity,  its  cost,  even  in  ini- 
tial quantities,  "is  essentially  the  same  as  the  uni'  cf 
current  transports'  when  the  comparison  W made  on  the 
basis  of  cost  per  \inll  of  work  or  earning  capacity.  "When 
a substantial  number  of  let  transports  have  been  built,' 
Schairer  declared,  "the  cost  vrtll  bo  materially  less  per  unit 
ol  work  capacity  than  for  current  types." 

He  defended  Boeing's  choice  of  pure  lets  over  turbo 
props,  citing  the  lei’a  aimphclly  of  maintenance.  "The  prl-- 
thal  one  pays  for  complications  In  cm  airplane  is  hard  to 
evaluate  but  it  is  certainly  real."  Schairer  said,  adding  that 
the  turboprop  engine  is  not  only  more  complicated  but  also 
weighs  very  much  more  than  a (el. 

Schairer.  In  elfecl.  was  taking  issue  with  Northrop  Air- 
craft's deputy  chief  engineer  T.  V.  Jones,  who  yesterday 
told  the  ASME  meeting  at  the  air  cargo  forum  that  a fleet  ol 
172,000-poxmd  turboptops  could  hondle  a large-scale  trans 
portation  lob  at  a direct  operating  cost  of  only  35"’-^.  of  piston 
planes  of  the  same  size.  Schairer  said  that  Jones'  figures 
(taken  from  Rand  Corp.  study)  are  "illy"  and  not  geared  to 
the  latest  developments.  Jones  then  in^coted  his  paper  was 
presented  primarily  to  stimulate  research  and  development 
on  turboprop  engines. — Am.  Avn.  Daily.

LETTER 


The  iollowtng  Hems  are  taken  from  the  monthly  re- 
port of  the  director  os  presented  to  the  aeronautics  com- 
mission at  their  re«jular  meeting  on  Dec.  8lh,  1954; 

Scobey  Border  Strip 

The  director  reported  that  he  and  the  regional  chief  of 
the  customs  service  flew  to  Scobey  to  meet  with  local  cus- 
toms officials  and  representatives  of  the  Montana  Pilots 
Association  lor  completing  plans  for  the  grading  of  an 
air  stnp  adlacent  to  the  border  near  the  U.  S.  and  Canadian 
station  on  Ihe  highway  at  East  Poplar. 

The  flight  operator  at  Scobey  advised  the  commission 
office  that  etjuipment  had  been  moved  on  the  field  and  that 
all  grading  of  Ihe  strip  had  been  completed  and  that  the 
air  strip  had  been  seeded.  The  installation  of  airport  mark- 
ers and  wind  sock  would  be  made  in  the  spring. 

Annual  Meeting  Flying  Fanners 
The  director  reported  Ihot  he  attended  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Montana  Flying  Formers  and  Ranchers  Associa- 
tion at  Miles  City  on  November  19th.  It  was  reported  that  the 
Flying  Farmers  had  re-elected  their  last  year's  officers  with 
Toney  Johnson  again  being  elected  as  president. 

(^rdon  C.  Sands,  commission  member,  reported  to  the 
Flying  Formers  and  Ranchers  Association  on  action  taken 
on  legislation  during  the  lost  session  of  the  Legislature  and 
formal  approval  wos  given  lor  the  presentation  of  the  some 
bill  to  the  1955  legislature  providing  for  unclaimed  gas  tax 
refund  on  aviation  gasoline  being  placed  In  Ihe  funds  of  the 
Montano  Aeronautics  Commission. 

Montana  Pilots  Associahon  Meeting 
Gordon  C.  Sands,  commission  menvber.  and  the  director 
attended  a meeting  of  the  directors  ol  the  Montana  Pilots 
Association  on  Nov.  20lh  at  which  lime  the  matter  of  aviation 
legislotlon  was  discussed,  with  representatives  of  the  Bil- 
lings Hangar  advocating  that  a bill  be  Introduced  in  the 
Legislolure  to  place  aviation  fuels  on  a separate  account 
with  Ihe  Bocerd  of  Equalization  and  with  one  cent  aviation 
gasoline  tax  and  elimlnatton  of  the  refund  requirement  under 
the  present  procedure. 

Fish  and  Game  Legislative  Committee 
Gordon  C.  Sands,  commission  member;  Henry  Loble, 
commission  atlomoy;  and  the  director  met  vrtth  the  Fish  and 
Gome  codification  commill<.c-  ct  Helena  on  Nov.  23rd  ot 
which  time  it  v/as  recommended  to  the  committee  that  clanll- 
callon  be  made  in  the  present  regulation  pertaining  to  Ihe 
use  ol  oircraft  in  hunting.  It  was  pointed  out  by  the  com- 
mission alfomey  to  the  committee  Ihot  the  word  "airplane" 
should  be  changed  to  cover  all  aircraft  and  with  the  pres- 
ent use  of  the  helicopter  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  change 
the  wording  of  the  Fish  and  Game  laws  pertaining  to  air- 
planes- The  commission  attorney  drafted  the  necessary 
changes  which  were  adopted  and  approved  by  the  Fish 
and  Game  legislative  committee  and  would  change  the 
vvoid  Iiom  "airplane"  to  "oiii-rufl"  und  tlie  word  "hunl"  to 
"shoot  at." 

II  the  recommended  legislative  action  Is  taken  the  fol- 
lowing changes  will  be  made  in  Ihe  provisions  on  the  Fish 
and  Game  hunting  license,  as  follows- 

F^sent  wording.  "It  is  unlawful  lo  hunl  or  shoot,  drive 
or  flush,  any  game  birds,  game  animals  or  fur-bearing  ani- 
mals from  an  olrplone." 

Recommended  wording:  "It  is  unlawlul  to  shoot  at,  drive 
or  flush,  any  game  birds,  game  animals  or  fur-becring  ani- 
mals from  any  airerait." 

It  is  believed  that  this  wording  on  hunting  license.-:  will 
more  specifically  define  the  use  ol  aircraft  in  hunting. 


ISO  AIRCRAFT  USED  IN  NEW  ZEALAND

Dear  Frank- 

The  Montana  Aviation  Trades  Association  requests  that 
Ihe  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  take  action  lo  the 
end  that  aviation  enjoys  comparoble  access  to  recreotlonol 
areas  now  enjoyed  by  other  oulomotive  modes  of  trans- 
portation. 

SpecUicaliy.  we  desire  simple,  adequate,  landing  strips 
located  adlacent  to  selected  points  of  interest  In  our  national 
parks,  monuments  and  forests.  We  do  not  ask  lor  strips  In 
wilderness  areas.  We  do  nol  request  the  establishment,  or 
permission  to  establish,  servicing  facilities  on  these  strips. 

We  suggest  that  the  Governor  be  acquainted  with  the 
problem  and  that  he  be  asked  to  make  favorable  represen- 
tations lo  the  Federol  Govemmenil.  to  the  President,  lo  Ihe 
S^retories  ol  the  Interior  and  Agriculture.  We  suggest  that 
this  protect  be  explored  and  pursued  directly  with  the  chiefs 
ol  the  services  concerned,  and  with  the  local  officials  in 
charge.  We  also  suggest  that  this  project  be  explored  and 
discussed  with  the  various  sportsmen's  groups  lo  enlist  their 
aid  and  support  and  prevent  their  misguided  opposillon. 

We  feel  this  project  is  necessary  and  desirable  for  these 
reasons; 

1.  The  volume  of  personal  airplane  usage  tor  both 
business  and  private  purposes  Is  growing  at  a rapid  rale, 
and  the  demand  by  indlvlduols  for  access  lo  these  recrea- 
tional areas  by  air  increases  each  year. 

2.  Were  access  by  air  possible,  these  areas  would  be 
enjoyed  by  many  people  who  are  now  prevented  from  doing 
so  by  the  time  consumed  in  transit  by  auto. 

3.  Creolion  of  suitable  strips  would  not  be  as  destructive 
oi  the  natural  settings  os  are  the  extensive  roods,  frequent 
bridges,  and  vast  parking  areas  now  present  for  automotive 
travel  Forest  Service  strips  new  in  existence  lor  fire  control 
purposes  amply  demonstrate  the  truth  of  this  statement. 

4.  The  ability  lo  deliver  people  to  and  from  these  areas 
by  air  would  mean  a considerable  increase  In  Income  to 
general  aviation  operators  near  these  areas,  and  would  also 
add  to  the  customer  potential  of  present  sight-seeing  surface 
transportation  business. 

5.  Sportsmen  who  are  from  out  oi  stale  would  benefit 
from  the  establishment  of  suitable  strips  in  or  near  the 
hunting  areas  of  our  national  forests.  Many  of  ihes  • areas 
now  require  hours  lo  reach  by  surface  transportation. 

6.  We  are  not  asking  for  special  favors  or  privileges 
nol  enjoyed  by  automotive  transport.  We  do  not  even  desire 
service  facilities  such  as  fuel  or  repair  stations.  We  ore  nol 
seeking  entranc':  lo  wilderness  areos  which  prohibit  -mo.e 
made  developments  for  automotive  travel.  All  we  seek  ore 
sufficient  air  slrlpe  so  that  general  aviation  may  hove  ap- 
proximately comparable  access  to  recreational  areas  where 
developments  lor  automotive  travel  is  already  authorized. 

The  MATA  will  support  and  cooperate  in  every  way 
possible  in  the  luxtherance  of  this  progrom  and  will  appre- 
ciate the  Commis:;ion'ti  etforts  toward  its  tichlavemenl
